DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement filed 3/17/2004 has been considered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
States. 

Claims 1, 8 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 

Gittelson (3,470,866). 

Claims 1 and 8 - the examiner is taking lid -17- as a hood portion with angled 
portions containing portals -21- as hood limiting portions and cover -13- as a double 
wall portion pivotable connected at an outside of lid -17- at hinge -14-. 

Claim 15 - providing a bed -23-, providing a hood -17-, providing an outer wall 
-13-, pivot means -14-, intermediate space between -17- and -13-, providing thermo 
therapy heater -H- and removing the outer wall, when the user opens -1 3- to remove 
the infant. 

Claims 1-4, 7-11 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Maluta et al (4,321,913). 
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Claim 1 - the examiner is taking elements -68- and -72- as separate hood 
portions, further any portion of these hood portions can be defined as a hood limiting 
surface. Elements -70- and -74- provide a parallel double wall portion. 

Claim 2 - wipers -100-, -102- and -104- provide a seal and isolate a defined 

volume. 

Claims 3 and 4 - air provides insulation in an intermediate space between hood 

and double wall portion. 

Claim 8 - the examiner is taking elements -68- and -72- as separate hood 
portions, further any portion of these hood portions can be defined as a hood limiting 
surface. Elements -70- and -74- provide a wall adapter and element -84- provides a 
connection means. 

Claim 9 - wipers -100-, -102- and -104- provide a seal and isolate a defined 
volume. 

Claims 10 and 1 1 - air provides insulation in an intermediate space between 

hood and wall adapter. 

Claims 7 and 14 - connecting elements -80-, -82-, -84-, and -86- connect and 
lock the inner and outer walls at a predetermined distance from one another. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 5, 6, 12, 13, 16 and 17 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the prior art does not teach or faidy suggest an apparatus as claimed including 
a double walled structure including a seal for isolating an intermediate volume and an 
insulating material having pores between the walls wherein the outer wall is detachable 
or pivotably connected at the hood.

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. US Patents 1,387,486; 4,936,824; and 6,293,902 teach 
related incubator structure.
